And thus it is remarkable that 
any article, as small as a ring, was no t 
trampled into the 
gro und fro m sight. 
Indeed, so remarkable is this last “ find” 
that so me peo ple have co nsidered it a 
suspicio us circumslances in a line o f ev i­ 
dence leading to the tho ught that, so me 
perso n o ther than Mo sse may be guilty 
o f the murder and is endeavo ring to lead 
the o fficers estray. 
But this suggestio n 
isslim sy . 
The party first disco vering 
the ring, and marshal W o o dyatt’s pres­ 
ence at the time, and he, him self, first 
picking it fro m the gro und, destro ys.any 
such theo ry. 
Officer W o o dyatt 
has 
wo rked up the case in a mo st co m plete 
manner; perfo rming diligent and intelli­ 
gent wo rk as a detective o fficer. 
The 
evidence so far appears to be as co m plete 
us circumstantial evidence co ul.l po ssi­ 
bly be made. 


ANOTHER LINK. 


Yesterday there was 
fo rged ano ther 
link in the wenderful chain o f circum­ 
stantial ev idence which has been wro ught 
b>’ the o fficers in ther effo rts in sho w ing 
that 3Io s.se is undo ubtedly the man guity 
o f the bo y T heil’s murder. 
The watch- 
chain which 3Io s.se had in his po cket when 
arrested, and which is stained w ith blo o d, 
and that the alleged murderer atempted 
to thro w aw ay,w as partially identified as 
belo nging to the victim. Yesterday there 
came fro m Elgin a man who had mended 
the chain fo r Theil, and he fully identi­ 
fied the article by his o wn wo rk in so l­ 
dering the bro ken link that co nnects the 
end piece. 
It is a remarkable fact that 
the alleged murderer preserved in his 
po cket this valueless chain; (it is plated, 
and pro bably no t wo rth ten cents) which 
he had taken fro m his victim's bo dy, sup­ 
po sing it to be go ld, which so o n beco m es 
the principal evidence, with its blo o dy 
stains, in fixing the guilt upo n the eager 
ho lder. 
The false glitter o f that thin 
plating o ver that bo gus chain was, do ubt­ 
less, the “ saint-seducing go ld’’ that assist­ 
ed in charming the wicked brute into 
murdering his “ friend.” 
MOST HOIUilllLE. 
Do cto r Paine, who examined the bo dy 
very critically, believes that Theil was 
no t killed in the first struggle with his 
murderer; but that he lived many ho urs, 
and that the fiend returned, perhaps the 
next day, o r the fo llo wing night, to find 
his victim alive, and then he cut the po o r 
bo y’s thro at, and finally dispatched him. 
The wo und in the thro at, by its appear­ 
ance, indicates that it was made fro m 
i 
twenty-fo ur to thirty-six ho urs alter the 
wo unds o n the head were cut. 
Further * 
mo re, the o ther w o unds w o uld no t have 
pro ved fatal, at least fo r several days; 
and the po ts o f blo o d upo n the side o f 


spirit.

burden, and 
while her 
daughter, 
Mrs. Burkett, was trying to 
have iier tuki 
so me no urishment, she 
turned her head away and witho ut a

a century ago , co ndem ning the use o f al­ 
co ho lic drinks. 
In his sermo n Sunday 
night, o n this centenial o f the T em per­ 
ance Refo rm, Rev. L. 31. Andrews dis­ 
clo sed so me po ints 
in referance to Dr. 
Benj. Rush that will be o f interest to o ur 
readers. 
Dr. Benj. Rush was bo rn near 
Philadelphia in 1745; was educated at 
Princeto n; studied medicine at Philadel­ 
phia, Lo ndo n, Edingburg ant' Paris m ed­ 
ical co lleges; and in 1769 returned ho me 
and was elected pro fesso r o f Chemistry 
o f the medical co llege at Philadelphia. 
He was elected to tlie Co ntinental C o n­ 
gress in 1775 and signed the Declaratio n 
o f Independence. 
Appo inted Surgeo n 
General fro m which he resigned because 
sufficient po wer was no t giyen to prevent 
fraud o n so ldiers in ho spitals 
In 1779 
he was appo inted Treasurer o f the United 
States mint, which po sitio n he retained 
until his death in 1818. 
In 1785 he was 
recalled to the medical co llege where he 
fo unded the United States Dispenso ry o f 
medicine, used in all o ur drug sto res; 
wro te seyeral pamphlets o n medicine, 
am o ng which was o ne entitled “ Essay o f 
Dr. Benj. Rush, o n the elTects o f ardent 
spirits o u human mind and bo dy.” Fro m 
this the temperance m o vem ent in 
this 
co untryo riginuted and has spread as we 
no w kno w. 
In religio n Dr. Rush was a 
Universal ist. 
He became interested in 
J o hn 3Iurray’s preaching in 1775; and as­ 
sisted in o rganizing the so ciety at Phila­ 
delphia and as a member o f the celebrated 
co nventio n o f Universalists in Philadel­ 
phia, 1790, his hand revised the statem ent 
o f Faith, and fo rm o f church o rganizatio n 
there determined upo n, 
He was, there­ 
fo re, o ne o f the great fathers in this co un­ 
try o f medicine; o f the Republic; o f the 
Temperance Refo rm and o f the U niver­ 
salist church.
